Kaiser and the DeKalb woman were 
arrested, Clemmer making his escape. 
Kaiser was tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to death. The DeKalb woman 
is now held for trial. 


When arrested Clemmer took mat- 


ters calmly and denied his guilt. He 
claimed that his name was Harry E. 
Youngs, and that he knew nothing of 
•Che Norrist'own affair. 


After being taken to police headquar- 


ters he was searched by the police, and 
found on him was a. roll of clippings 
from newspapers containing a full ac- 
count of the Kaiser murder, including 
the trial and conviction of Ka.iser. 


Clemmer then weakened and said: 


"I'm the man you want. I might as

He said: 


The cotton industry was in snob a 


state and in need of remedy; but if 
they did not bestir themselves, was it 
at all surprising if the people at head- 
quarters were lukewarm? It the agree- 
ment were not made now it was not 
unlikely that France and the United 
States would act without the assistance 
of England, either jointly or independ- 
ently of eaoh other.

New Ttmnel Composted. 


The improvement on tne Pittsburg 


division of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, twenty-two miles west of 
Cumberland, at Falls Cut, will be com- 
pleted by December 1st and trains will 
begin running over it within ten days 
thereafter. 
Falls Out 
is 
cutting 


through a spur of the mountain and ia 
about sixty feet in depth and has con- 
tinually given trouble by rook sliding 
down on the track. It has bad to be 
braced with heavy timber every few 
feet for its entire length, some 300 
feet, and requiring constant care and 
watchfulness, was, therefore, very ex- 
expensive to keep up. In order to 
eliminate this cut it was necessary to 
bnild one mile of new roadway which 
involved the construction of a double 
track tunnel 630 feet in length and 
three bridges.

erty.". It was a shame that BO few 
attended, for Mr. Thomas was a very 
entertaining speaker and told what he 
had seen in Ma visit to Cuba. 


The High School Glee club rendered 


a selection and then Mr. Thomaa was 
introduced by Superintendent Vickers. 
In opening Mr. Thomaa said that it 
was quite natural that a free people 
like the Americana would watoh the 
fate of Cuba. 
He outlined his subject 


into five points—his voyage, the griev- 
ances of the Cubans against the mother 
country, Spain, lack of educational 
institutions offered by Spain, no fair 
trials of Cubans by judge and jury, and 
the present war. 


Of hia voyage, he described it aa 


peaceful and described Moro Oastle, 
the terrible prison of the Spaniards, aa 
he entered the harbor of 
Havana. 


There are no windows in this castle, 
and the dungeons are the dirtiest and 
most foal places imaginable. Havana 
ia a pretty large city, and the houses 
are mostly one-story buildings. The 
streets are about twelve feet wide and 
the sidewalks only from one and one 
half to two feet deep. 
Everything is 


diity and the garbage lying around the 
streets causes much fever to those not 
accustomed to the island, 


Mr. Thomas then told of the griev- 


ances of the Cubans against Spain. He 
said that everything in Onba was taxed. 
Even the signs o f ' merchants were 
taxed, so much for each letter on the 
sign. It waa the only country to get 
out of which he had to pay a tax. This 
over taxation exasperates the nativea. 
Again, the Spaniards keep 
25,000 


soldiers on the island in time of peace, 
and theae aoldiers feed upon grain 
seized from the Cubans. All civil and 
military officers are Spanish and noth- 
ing is given to the islander. Mr. 
Thomas told of his visit to the schools 
of a town of four thousand. The prin- 
cipal of the schools first showed him 
the gizls'school. 
In it were about 


twenty-five giila. 
Next he went to 


the^boys' school 'and here there were 
seats for twenty-five boye, and this 
was all the schools the Spaniards al- 
lowed for a town of four thousand. 


"The Cubans are able to rule them- 


selves," said Mr. Thomas. 
They are 


divided into three 
classes—colored, 


Spanish and Cubans. Ihe colored num- 
ber 500,000 and are brighter on an 
average than the colored people of this 
country. The Spanish division num- 
bers 160,000 
inhabitants and 
the 


Cubans 900,000. On Sunday afternoons 
the Spaniards would attend a bull fight, 
but the Cubans had their base ball 
parka and attended them. This showed 
the difference between the Cuban and 
Spanish blood. 
Mr. Thomas then de- 


scribed the war in Cuba. It is a con- 
tinuation of the late "Ten Years' war." 
Every American is watched in Cuba 
and every move they make is known to 
the Spanish. 
If an aotresa in a theater 


wants to create applause she tears up 
an American flag and tramps it under 
her feet. It ia said that if they would 
treat an English or German flag that 
way these countries would immedi- 
ately do something contrary to the 
wishes of Spain. 


The 
Cuban army 
contains fifty 


thousand soldiers and the Spanish two 
hundred thousand. Of these two hun- 
dred thousand, thirty thousand are in 
the hospital. 


Mr. Thomas described the island aa a 


beautiful one—a veritable paradise. 
It is a little larger than Ohio and con- 
tains thirty-five million acres. 
All 


but 4,000,000 acres can be easily culti- 
vated. 
Mr. Thomas thanked the audience 


for their kind attention and interest in 
hia talk. 
Every one preset* enjoyed the talK 


greatly, and nearly all felt like going 
to Cuba and helping them out.
